The postulate of evolution i» the life 


'germ in th^ monad. This given or as- 
sumed as an hypothesis, higher forms o: 
animals and plants have been evolvec 
from lower forms. It assumes also tha 
there is a tendency in all ^tiimftla JOK 
plants to slight changes, and that when 
ever each a change in any organ or phm 
takes place, so as to give that animal or 
plant the advantage 'in the straggle for 
existence over otters of the same species, 
that plant or animal will .outlast those 
that are not so highly favored. These 
changed forms ore transmitted by de- 
scent, and by repeated changes new spe- 
cies are produced, and after a long in 
terral has elapsed, new genera and fami 
lies, and in fact all the higher forms o: 
animal and vegetable life. 


From a few living germs the earth ant 


all it contains has been filled with ani 
mals and plants— extinct and living 
Nature, so it is claimed, selected those fli 
to live, hence "the survival of the fittest.' 
Under these slight •variatioas through 
infinite time, man has been dsvelopec 
from the primordial germ that had its 
origin in the paleozoic age. 


The law, it is claimed, will account 


equally as well for the retrogression o' 
the species as for the progression; yet, it 
could not be claimed that since pro- 
gression or degradation are both possible 
there ia a plan of perfect progress in 
the development of individuals, species 
geaera and families. Variation withou 
progression, then, is the law of evolution 
From this it follows that the variation o: 
plants and animals are in all directions, 
part tending to progress, and part to 
deterioration. 
These changes, being sub- 


ject to no fixed law, are, therefore, for 
tuitous. Accordingly, there have been 
an infinite number of throws of nature's 
dice, differing from each other a little- 
one throw varied so as to give a life 
germ— the lowest, and the last and h.ij 
eat was man, with an infinite num 
of intermediate throws of mollusks, ra 
diates, articulates, and vertebrates, ant 
this accounts for the wonderful com 
mingling and diversity of life, fossil am 
living, on the globe and imbedded in ite 
crust. Since the -dawn of creation the 
minute changes that have occured in 
animal and plant life have fitted into 
each other in such a way as to produce 
perfect adaptation of the internal varia 
tions to external conditions, tteat anc 
cold, dryneas 
moisture, elevation 01 


depression of lands, the modifications of 
fresh and salt water, of food— all these 
external conditions have contributed to 
make life what it has been, and now is, 
Dn the earth. 


This, in brief, is the evolution .of Mr. 


Charles Darwin, Charles Lyell and Prof. 
Asa Gray, of Harvard, who said: "Let 
us hope that the religious faith which 
survived without a shock the notion of 
the fixity of the earth, may equally ont- 
last the notion of .the absolute fixity of 
the species which inhabit it; that in the 
future, even more than in the past, faith 
in an order which is the basis of science, 
will not, as it cannot reasonably, be dis- 
severed from faith in an ordainer, which 
is the basis of religion." 


Mr. Wallace, equally the originator of 


'•Natural Selection" with Darwin, de- 
nies that the doctrine is applicable to 
man, and therefore repudiates the idea 
that man sprang from a pre-existing low- 
er form. His theory is that only fhat 
variety survives which is useful 
Hence 


the savages had little use for the large 
brains they originally possessed. They 
have the musical faculty, 'but as it is not 
used, it is in a rudimentary or undevel- 
oped condition, yet they possess all the 
organs necessary for the production of 
the sweetest music. The origin of man's 
mental faculties he finds it difficult to 
account .for, and as to man's moral na- 
ture, it can not be accounted for satis- 
factorily, according to the theory advo- 
cated by Wallace. 
; 


That eminent naturalist, Mivart, holds 


to the doctrine of variations, but the va- 
riations are large and sudden. As argu- 
ments tending to establish sudden varia- 
tions, reference is made to the flounder 
—that strange class of fishes when young 
having one eye on each side of its head, 
but afterwards one eye travels across its 
nose to n position not far from tire other 
eye. 
These juAps are not infrequent 


and are sufficient to discriminate species 
from species. The causes for tlii'.-e sud- 
den and marked change!) are unknown. 
But the jumps always indicate progress, 
and Mivart also believes in an ordainer 
of all. things. This ordainer acted KUDU 
the cosmos in the- "beginning and thus 
produced life. Prof Dana 4>elieves in u 
forward progression through the du'rmi- 
tion of species from species, according to 
natural methods not yet fully understood , 
«nd with few special occasions for divine 
'nterposition. 
For man there was a 


special creation. 


Set over against the evolntion^theory 


is that of special creation, which' intro-1 
duces abrupt transitions between species. 
Which is the true, which is the false? 
No one can tell definitely now. Antici- 
pation at present takes the place of scien- 
tific facts — deductions founded upon 
hypotheses necessarily crude assist in 
workjng out those great questions cn- 


ging the thought of the mdst advanced 
inkers of the age. Evolution is now 


in 'the ascendant as a working hy- 
pothesis.
